BETTER THINGS FOR ECTTER LIVING THROUGH CHEMISTRY 
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A FIGHT for volume looms in the litho- 


graphic industry in 1949. More intelligent and 
agressive selling and a more realistic appraisal of 
costs are imperative if the industry is to continue 
to maintain its former profit margins. The presi- 
dent’s demands on Congress, and what Congress 
will do with taxes, business controls, armament 
spending, etc., will obviously affect lithographic 
volume and profits in an important way, but as 
yet the net effect of all these factors cannot be 
foreseen. Is there a recession to be expected in 
the near future, or will we have a continuation of 
the inflationary trend? The experts disagree, and 
we can find authoritative opinion pointing in 


cither direction. 


Several things are clear in today’s situation, 
however. In 1949 the probability is that the short 
work week and the all-time high peak of wages, 
granted during the period when business was 
easy to get, and selling prices high, will begin to 
put the old squeeze on lithography. In other 
times labor costs were more flexible than now. 
Inflexibilities in the labor cost picture today in- 
clude the shorter work week (at 40 hours pay), 
more paid holidays, longer vacations with pay, 
and in some cases welfare payments. 


A by-product of these factors has been a di- 
minishing of the advantage traditionally held by 
lithography over letterpress in certain fields of 
work. We hear consistently of instances where 
letterpress has taken over work formerly done 
by offset. In at least one case it was because the 
offset presses required more men under union 
contracts, than did similar sized letterpresses. 


With volume needed, and buyers as price- 
conscious as they are today, there is naturally a 
strong temptation for lithographers to start cut- 
ting prices. But price cutting, without increased 
efficiency, or lessening of costs, will be suicidal 
in the squeeze ahead. 

Volume, estimated by some to be down 10 to 
20 percent in 1948 from the preceding year, 
should remain fairly constant over the coming 
vear, most observers feel, but with greatly ex- 
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portals 


panded plant capacity, the fight for available 
business figures to be quite lively. 


Plant expansions have been fairly general dur- 
ing the past year, and many commitments have 
been made for further expansion in the year 
ahead. Deliveries are easing considerably on some 
types of equipment. 


What can the lithographer do to prepare for 
the sharp competitive fight that apparently lies 
ahead? 


First, and foremost, he can recheck his sales 
crganization—tune up the selling mechanism— 
train his salesmen in the creation of new business, 
and untrain them in merely trying to snatch 
cxisting business away from other lithographers. 


Second, and equally important, he must know 
precisely what it costs to produce the products 
he sells. He must analyze every item of cost 
going into the product he sells, and seek every 
available means of reducing costs. He must 
analyze the efficiency of producing lithography 
and seek means of increasing it. Cooperation be- 
tween the men in the shop and management 
toward increasing production efficiency will be 
profitable for both in the times ahead. Doing 
a job right is usually no more work, and certainly 
offers more satisfaction, than doing it wrong. 
And it may be the one factor that will keep a 
plant out of the red, in a time of falling volume 
and continued high costs. 


A third point is credit. The trend now is to- 
ward slower collections, more business failures. 
Who decides on the extension of credit? Are col- 
lections being followed up closely? What is the 
total of accounts open on the books today—and 
how does this total compare with the figures for 
one, two, three years ago? 


For several years now the higher costs of wages, 
equipment, paper, ink, etc., have been comfort- 
ably balanced with a high volume of sales at high 
prices. This may be the year when the continued 
high costs become unbalanced by falling volume, 
stiffer demands for quality, and fiercer resistance 
to high prices.

Salon was held in Paris in the

There were many types of print 
ing on display. Some historic print 
ing specimens, closely guarded, were 
shown, as well as different types of 
bonds, French currency, — postage 
stamps, posters, greeting cards, broch- 
ures, etc. Many of these jobs. were 
printed in six or eight colors. 
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Most European lithozraphers seem 
to marvel at the results that we in 
America are attaining with four colors.

exception of web offset) far greater 
in the United States than elsewhere. 

It might then be expected that the 
flow of information and advice in the

Sometimes a promise to call back is

This helps to cement customer friend- 
ship and, at the same time, simplifies 
your own routine work. 

15. A permanent file should be kept, 
as in the case of telephone orders, so 
that in case ot mix-up, a quick look 
can straighten out the matter for the 
customer, 

Throughout all these points of the 
customer relations check-list, there are 
a number of small but vastly import- 
courtesies and 


ant things—services, 


and methods—that can help to build 
a solid triendship basis between the 
lithographer and his customer. 

The last phase ot a customer rela 
tions program involves a study of the 
things that the customers do not like 
and an effort to correct them. 

(ne good way to discover what irks 
your customers and = prospects is to 
study the complaints and adjustment 
claims. Have a record kept of each 
complaint received. Do this for a sut 
ficiently long period so that a fair 
cross section of customer dislikes can 
be compiled—say three to six months. 

Then study these complaints. The 
chances are that, like mail inquiries, 
they will fall into “patterns.” If a 
number of customers complain about 
some way your firm does business, 
then there is good ground for making 
a change immediately whether or not 
it is an established tradition. Because 
traditions do not bring in business— 


while customers do.**

Inspection is the most critical step of 
the final finished negative. If it is 
dithcult to see deficiencies or to recog- 
nize basic requirements in the finished 
negative, it becomes a matter of a 
guess whether the negative is perfect, 
ordinary, or below reasonable expect- 
ancy tor normal quality. 

It it is a poor negative, then each 
succeeding operator, the dot etcher 
the platemaker, and even the prover 
will have to expend more than usual 
care and extra time to try to compen- 
sate tor the deficiency in the negative. 

If it is a normal negative, each 
succeeding step will require the 
usual concentration and skill of each 
ot the subsequent operators on the 
team. If the negative has qualities 
above a normal expectancy, a super 
negative, then each succeeding op- 
eration will require less concentration 
and the work will flow along much 
more smoothly and take less time 
tor everybody. 

Let us ask the question—what is 
the real difference between a_ poor, 
negative? My 


normal, and super 


answer would be, the ability of the 


photographic operator to see what 


is in the negative and what can be 
gotten out of it by his teammates. 
This examinaation of all the nega- 
tives should be confined to the operat- 
ing room itselt. Do not wait until 
it is all dry and some one else has 
tried to make a good print from a 
too heavy or uneven negative.

It one or two are out ot bal 


ance, this is the time and place to 


make the corrections, in the gallery 


The copy is still up in focus, and 
the time of exposures is worked out.

It is our suggestion that the best 
inspection light should be clear white, 
on the arc light color side. It should 
be of reasonable low brightness, but 
of a large area—minimum 20 x 24. 
For color work it should be large 


enough to have the tour negatives set 


up in a line tor examination while 


they are wet. It should be considered 
no disgrace to make any negative over 
in the operating room—but to let a 
poor negative get ‘‘passed’’ (without 
proper inspection) is inexcusable. 

In conclusion, we would like to 
point out that with all the modern 
lighting and other skills we have, 
there is no excuse for expecting to 
get superior quality work out. ot 
substandard working or operating 
photographic rooms.
